village  after  village,  Daimios’  residences, 
and  all  the  divemfy  of  bill  and  dale,  high 
cultivation,  and  the  rishuaaa  of  as  tare, 
absolutely  chained  us  to  the  deck.  I  have 
never  seen  any  scenery  to  match  ll  The 
Straits  of  Anjer,  between  Java  aad  Buam- 
tra,  the  Qtiolo  paamge,  the  Straits  of 
Singapore,  and  many  others  I  have  sailed 
through  are  not  for  a  moment  to  be  com¬ 
pared  to  it  The  harbor  of  Nagasaki  may 
be  aaid  to  crown  the  whole.  The  entrance 
on  a  fine  evening  is  like  fairy-land  I 
have  seen  no  port  in  the  ifoyt  equal  to  it 
for  beauty. — Rev.  Dr.  Wi&ameo*.
